FOR LOST MINE 


Legend of Untold Wealth 
Inspires Expedition 


Old Ben Subleti’s Secret 
Carried to Grave 


Guadalupe Mountains Will 
be Combed for Ore 


(BECLUGIVE DISPATCH.) 

VAN HORN (Tex.) March 3.— 
Mining prospectors and other men 
of this part of the upper border 
region of Texas believe that'a 
deposit of gold ore of untold rich- 
ness is situated in the Guedalupe 
Mountains, forty to eighty miles 
north of here. Another search is 
now being made for the vast store 
of wealth by an expedition of prac- 
tical mining men. Tradition sa 
that the richest mine in the w 
is located in the Guadalupe Moun- 
tains, and is known as the Lost 
Sublett Mine. The story of this 
mine of fabulous richness is full of 
mystery and romance. According 
to one legend, it is lecated in the 
highest and most precipitous 
mountain in the Southwest, tower- 
ing 5000 feet above the plains, two 
peaks of which reach 8000 feet 
above sea-level. 

The discoverer of this mine was 
known as old Ben Sublett. He was

he reaponded to jhe call of adven-

he drove up in front of a saloon 
and strode to the bar with a buck- 
skin sack filled with nuggets the 
little town, went wild with excite- 
ment. He told his cronies that he 
had found the richest mine in the 
world, that he could buy the whole 
State of Texas if he wanted to, 
and make a backyard of it for his 
children to play in. He was lavish 
in his expenditures of the gold he 
had found When one supply was 
exhausted he would slip away to 
his mine, keeping its location «a 
secret, get another sack full of 
nuggets, live high until they were 
gone, then get out again for more. 

Although his friends made ev- 
ery effort to induce him to re- 
veal the location of the mine he 
was obstinate in his refusal to do 
#0. He finally took his sen, Ross 
Sublett, and a friend by the name 
of Mike Wilson with him on one 
of his trips. To all others he 


“If anyone wants my mine let 
him go and hunt for it as I 4id. 
I hunted twenty-four years, wast- 
ing the best part of my life at it. 
Lat others do likewise if they want 
to be rich. I am going to carry 
this secret with me to the other 
world, so that for years and years 
people will remember me and talk 
about the rich gold mine that old 
man Subiett feund. I will be re- 
metrbered when the biggest men 
for miies around will be f ten.

For the proposed breakwater ex- 
tension, 8.330.000 tons of rock! 
With the combination of barge and 
trestie this rock can be placed at 
the rate of approximately $5,000 
tons a month.

‘place, a blue Army cape thrown 
; about his shoulders. On one side 
of the fire stood a sword, a rifle, 4 
bags viol and a choir stand. The 
combination was the most unique 
one I had ever seen. 

As we eat toasting our toes and 
listening to the crackling fire, I 
asked him how he conceived 
{dea of having a family chap®! 
without creed or dogma, and 
where po financial return Was ¢x- 
pected. “I have always believed 
that creed was the private right of 
each individual,” he said, “and 
that the only thing vital was the 
fact that each one is trying to live 
his life in the best way. Besides, 
there ought to be one plac® in Los 
Angeles where money isn’t the first 
consideration. So, when the peo- 
ple of the community asked me to 
start a church here, I built the lit- 
tle mission at the foot of the hill” 


OPEN TO ALL 

The words “all are welcome” 
were the keynote of the whole con- 
versation.

A HOME ORCHESTRA 

The church services are presided 
over and conducted entirely by Dr.

Dr. Widney plays either 
the violin or the bass viol, or the 
flute which, by the way, he learned 
to play after his seventieth year. 
His brother playt aimost any- 
thing you could desire.

| New York bad seen Will Rogers 
in vaudeville at Hammerstein's 
long before he burst on the 
theatergoers’ view as a sure enough | 
“find” of the stage. His real in- 
troduction to the metropolis came 
in a dramatic manner one night 
about four years ago at the Follies 
Bergere in Forty-sixth street, now 
the Fulton Dheater. A revue pro- 
duced by Marry B. Harris and 
Jesse Lasky was well under way. 
with Rogers on the stage, when 
every light in the house suddenly 
went out. Panic threatened for 
a moment—but only for a moment. 

From the blackness of the stage 
came a soothing not unmusical 
voice begging the people to keep 
their seats.
